1. The reply filed on 1 1/08/02 (Paper No. 8) is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): 

Applicant have elected Group II (Claims 10-19) with traverse, and elected "oligomer of N-sec-butyl-glycine" as the building block 
unit (Species A), "amide bond" as the linkage (Species B), and "solid substrate" as the template molecule (Species C). However, the 
election does not include one specific template molecule and the requirement for Species C also include a functional group. The 
requirement for Species C is reiterated below: 

Applicant is required to elect, for purpose of search, a specific template molecule. The election should result in a single, 
specific chemical structure and should be completely defined. That is, the type of functional group (e.g. claim 14), 
specific type (e.g. claim 15, 17-19) and whether or not it is attached to a resin (e.g. claim 16) should be defined. 

Applicant election of a "solid substrate" for Species C is not entirely specific (as was required) because the "solid substrate" is not 
a specific species since it would include glass, polymer, or silica surface and further no specific functional group has been elected and 
whether or not it is attached to a resin. Since the elected invention require the knowledge of specific template molecule and its 
functional group, and building block unit and its linkage, applicant is requested to elect a single, specific chemical structure and 
should be completely defined. Therefore, the response is not proper.
